To the Honorable the Legislature:

Section 144.737, Stats., requires that hte Department of
Natural Resources provide a draft Capacity Assurance
plan to the Pollution Prevention Board, the Governor
and the chief clerk of each house of the legislature at least
75 days before the final report is due to U.S. EPA, which
for this submittal is May 1, 1994. The Department is also
required to hold an informational hearing no later than
45 days after providing the draft. We have devoted
significant resources to this effort, but due to problems
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with incomplete reporting data we will not be able to
meet the February 15, 1994 submittal deadline. We
anticipate transmitting a draft copy of the Plan to you by
April 1, 1994,

You should also be aware that EPA changed the process
for submitting Capacity Assurance Plans. Previously,
the Plan was a comprehensive document containing both
data reporting and policy directives for assuring that
adequate hazardous waste management capacity existed.
The statutory requirements discussed above were
developed to allow for review and oversight of the policy
implications of the Plan. The process is now divided into
three phases, the first of which only covers data
reporting. Since the Phase I submittal will not contain
any policy statements, the delay in completing this
portion of the Plan should not present any major
problems. Ialso believe it would be prudent to postpone
the informational hearing until we have a draft policy
document prepared. At this point in the process we are
unable to predict when that will occur. . °
